HISTORICAL 
CLUB DISCUSSES 
CATHOLIC ORDERS 

The second regular meeting of the 
Historical flub was held on Thurs- 
day evening at Strathconn Hall. The 
subject dealt with was "Founders of 
Orders." 

Mr. .1. A. Mathewson dealt with 
[quatius Loyola, Mr. H. P. Thom- 
son with St. Francis Assissi, and Mr. 
I'. B. Corbett wHth St. Dominic 

In the discussion which followed, 
Dr. Fryer pointed out that though 
the ten lency today was to think that 
movements called forth men, yet in a 
study of these three men we have 
proof that the opposite standpoint is 
true— viz., that these men are respon- 
sible for movements which have been 
of great significance. 

Dr. Wells asked the members to re- 
member that the proper spirit to re 
cogn'ze that tho key to the effects of 
any historical movement is the cause 
or influence which brought it about, 
'l b,- Society of .lesus is noted because 
of the resolution uni determination 
of its lender— iqttati us Loyola. It 
was through the work of this society 
that the movement of the Reforma- 
tion was checked, and the thoughts 
of the people of Europe were tut tied 
back to tho Papal Church. Owing to 
his power of organization, his zeal, 
and by the VOWS id poverty, chasti- 
ty, and service to the 1'ope, Loyola 
succeeded in establishing his Papacy 
in a position which It not even held 
previous to the Reformation. 

Prof, Ludlow emphasized the fact 
that the Society of .lesus did a great 
deal to preserve the traditions of 
Art and Literature during the troub- 
lous times of the 17th and 18t« cen- 
turies in Europe, 

It is interesting to remember that 
the Dominican Order later became 
the supporters of the Inquisition. 

The Franciscans are remembered to- 
day chiefly because as a body they 
were the first to lift the people of the 
Middle Ages out of corruption, ig- 
norance, and destitution, and brought 
the Church to a sense of her mission 
— viz., of prenching to the people, 
rather than becoming a political ma- 
chine. 

A comparison of the Franciscans 
and the Jesuits brings out the differ- 
ent attitude taken by these bodies 
towards the vow of poverty. To the 
former order the vow of poverty must 
be applied both to the individual and 
the corporate body, whereas to the 
latter, the individual must not ac- 
quire any property, while the corpor- 
ate body aimed at acquiring aB much 
property as possible.
